Mayor Henry Gives Re- -assuring

Statement on Civic Finances at _ 
Meeting of Citizens Last Night 


Resolutions Pass: 1 Which Practically Amount to Voter of Confidence 
in Civic Adxainistration—Mayor Appeals For More of the Spirit 
of Civic Patriotism Among Citizens—J. McK. Dickson, President

League of One: Hundred, is First Speaker, Introducing Topics 


Which League Wanted Discussed. 


“We hear a lot about national pat- 
riotiet: now,” sald Mayor Henry last 
night, wher addressing the big mect- 
ing of citizens at McDougall auditori- 
um, called to discuss the question of 
the street railway and other civic mat- 
ters; ‘what we want is more civic pat- 
riotism, You never heard a Calgary 
man knock his city: yet. If you ask 
him, he always says things are fine In 
Calgary. Yet they were really no bet- 
ter in Calgary than Edmonton, but 
they were all boosting in Calgary, If 
they would all unite In boosting for 
Edmonton they would win out.” With 
these rémarks Mayor Henry wound up 
a remarkably lucid and able statement 
of the city’s position, both as regards 
the financial position and the stand- 
ing of the municipal undertakings, 
and the speech created a most favor- 
able impression upon a meeting called 
ostensibly for the purposes of criticism 
of city management, and in conse- 
quence resolutions which practically 
amounted to votes of confidence in the 
civic administration were passed un- 
animously. 

If Edmonton has been put in any 
sort of bad odor by statements that 
may have gone forth, the meeting and 
the definite statements of Mayor Hen- 
ry, backed up by these resolutions, 
should do much to re-establish any 
lost prestige. The meeting was called 
in answer to a petition presented to 
last council’ meeting under the aus- 
pices of the Citizens League of 100, 
and handéd in by J. McK. Dickson, the 
object, as stated, being to discuss 
“street railway and other matters.” 

As representing the League of One 
Hundred, J. McK. Dickson, was the 
first speaker, and he was followed by 


Mayor Henyy. Be dail 
luyor’s ress, 


Alluding to the preceding speaker, 
Mayor Henry said that they were in- 
debted to him for coming there to 
show them how to make the street 
railway pay. Also, he (the mayor) 
was personally in. accord with the 
statement that it was not the time to 
sell or lease the street railway, With 
regard to the proposals for making the 
railway pay, he did not think that they 
would fill the bill, but that if they 
were put into force, the street rail- 
way would still show a deficit. He 
did not know of any place where one- 
man cars were run in the centre of the 
city. It would be impossible to keep 
to a schedule, Let them imagine what 
it would be like on Jasper with the 
trolley coming off and the motorman 
having to Jump on and off the car. 
The situation would be ridiculous. So 
far as giving 8 tickets for a quarter 
was concerned it ha@ been tried in 
other places without esuecess. At Van- 
couver, where the railway was owned 
by a_ private corporation, they had 
tried it in competition with the jit- 
neys, and the manager of the com- 
pany told him that they had lost thou- 
sands of dollars, and the jitneys were 
still running, while the company had 
had to go back to the old system of 
six for a quarter, At the present time 
they were curtying, according to the 
Government Blue Book, as many pas- 
sengers as any other city in the Dom- 
inion, save four—-Montreal, Toronto, 
Winnipeg and Ottawa. 


Standing of Utilities, 

Proceeding the Mayor said that as 
the meeting was called to discuss mat- 
ters in general it was his intention to 
show ‘them the exact standing of the 
utilities, Taking the total receipts of 
the whole of the utilities since their 
inception they had earned in all $12,-

railway system,” 

G. H, May seconded the resolution 
which carried without dissent, 

Jos. Adair said that he would like 
to ask the mayor tf the matter would 
be taken up of fixing the percentage 
of burgesses voting necessary to carry 
& money bylaw. He said the state- 
ments they had heard emphasized the 
recessity for this. Also the statements 
of the mayor had showed them that 
an honest attempt was being made to 
cconomize and place things on a sound 
basis, Also, the speaker asked that 
the school board elections should be 
carried on at different times to the 
council elections, as these distracted 
all attention from the school affairs, 
Large sums of money were spent by

Son of Senator Ross Performs a 
Brilliant Feat in Aviation

Lanigan is right and the Bulletin in 
error, But in practical fact the Bulle- 
tin was right, as admitted by Mr.
